•—Spanish rebel troops hold Toledo 
and the loyalist besieging force, 
isolated from Madrid, is fighting 
for life outside the city. 


Rebel officials jubilantly broad- 


cast assertions that the city was 
entirely in their hands and that 
the heroic defenders of the Al- 
cazar were free after a siege of 
ten weeks. 


Their assertions were borne out 


by a terse war office communi- 
que Issued at Madrid this morning. 
It said a rebel column forced the 
loyalists to retreat and that the 
loyalists had formed a new line 
outside Toledo. 


Way Cut Off Madrid 


The prospect was that after 


consolidating 
their 
victory 
the 


rebels would press on to cut the 
railway northeast of Toledo and 
thus cut off the Madrid govern- 
ment's means of escape by rail 
to the east coas't, then continue 
on to attack Madrid at their leis- 
ure. 


There were joyous celebrations 


in rebel towns of the victory of 
Toledo, though some rebel reports 
indicated that fighting continued 
in the streets.

In cases where funerals cost less 


than $100, provision has been made 
to pay the entire amount should 
relatives of deceased pensioners 
not have enough funds to 
cover 


funeral expenses.

DEAD LANGUAGES 


ILL DURANT, whose claims on stand- 


ing as a scholar are by no means un- 


important, urged recently that dead lan- 
guages be buried. Those elements of the 
youth of the land who are taking up anew 
the battle with Greek and Latin will con- 
cur in his opinion. It is doubtful, however, 
if they approach the issue with an open 
mind. There are others, entirely disinter- 
ested, who share his thought in the mat- 
ter. 


A knowledge of the languages, they in- 


sist, is no more essential to an appreciation 
of Greek and Latin literature than a know- 
ledge of German is to read Goethe, or Hus- 
sion to read Dostoievsky, or Italian to read 
Mussolini, or French to read Moliere, or 
Portuguese to read Camoens. They are 
even so bold as to say that the teaching of 
Greek and Latin is a racket maintained by 
the teachers thereof. 


Their conclusions, however, are as harsh 


as they are unsound. If a knowledge of the 
origins of languages is important to sound 
learning, and it is conceded to be by most 
scholars, Greek and Latin, from which so 
much of our modern language is derived, 
cannot be dismissed lightly as being of lit- 
tle consequence. There may be basis for 
criticism in the extensive teaching of the 
languages, which might be taught more ad- 
vantageously to pupils especially qualified 
intellectually, but their importance to cul- 
ture does not diminish with the years.

WASHINGTON — In my opinion the 


prospects for American business in

"prophet", whether his specialty be politics 
or economics. Not only does the business 
prophet "stick his neck out", to use the 
current slang phrase, by placing his repu- 
tation 
at 
the 
mercy of unforeseeable 


events, but the economic future is so af- 
fected by political events that one who 
speaks favorably is sure to be condemned 
as a political propagandist for the Admin- 
istration. A recent prophecy about Ameri- 
can business brought me just a condemna- 
ion. 


In March of 1935, in New York, I urged 


the members of the American Arbitration 
Society to recognize the fact that business 
was better than confidence, that the signs 
of improvement were all about us, that it 
was time to hang out the sign '"business 
as usual." For this advice and prophecy 
I was editorially condemned as "'miscast in 
my role of Administration propagandist." 


It is for me a subject matter of con- 


gratulation that the subsequent economic 
progress of the country has justified my 
boldness. 


Before I discuss the supporting1 argu- 


ments for a favorable business prognosis, 
I deem it important to state in making this 
judgment I assume that the President will 
be re-elected. First of all because such an 
event s&ems assured, and secondly because 
of my feeling that the forward progress of 
American business is more of a certainty on 
the supposition that the President is to 
continue in office for another term.
